A Postman’s Right 


A ruling in Washington has, in effect, ex­ 
panded the mail man’s motto to read: Neith­ 
er rain, nor snow, nor heat, nor gloom of 
night, nor a vicious dog stays these couriers 
in the swift completion of their appointed 
rounds. 
This is our revision based upon a stand 
taken by the Civil Service Commission which 
seems to give a postman the right to kick a 
dog in self-defense. In its edict the commis­ 
sion ordered reinstatement of a mail courier 
who had been sacked for taking up for him­ 
self against vicious dogs along his route. 
The ruling does not explain at what point 
a postman at bay before an aggressive dog 
should consider self-defense to begin. Pre­ 
sumably the men who are trusted with the 
mail can be depended upon to make that deci­ 
sion. However, we would not question any 
who might debate whether kicking some of 
the fcrmidable-looking dogs seen along mail 
routes would be self-defense or foolhardiness. 
Happily the postman still can take refuge 
behind postal regulations which provide that 
deliveries of mail need not be made to ad­ 
dresses where dogs interfere.

The proposed joint headquarters for the 
city police and the sheriff's office makes a 
lot of sense to us.

WASHINGTON UU — The United States got in on 
an act where it wasn’t supposed to b" playing. It 
used propaganda on Red China when the Red Chi 
ne se were supposed to be making some of th( ir best 
propaganda. 
Secretary of State Dulles suddenly warned about 
a Chinese airpower buildup opposite Formosa just 
as the Chinese were anxious to appear as peace-lov­ 
ers to the 28 other Asian African nations meeting 
w’ith them at Bandung, Indonesia. 
And President Eisenhower asked Congress for $3.- 
530,OOO,OOO in foreign aid, most of it for Asia, just 
when the Red Chinese were most eager to win over to 
their side the other African Asians, or as many as 
they could influence. 
The United States, the Europeans, and Russia wera 
not invited to Bandung. The great mass of people 
represented there are colored and impoverished. All 
have reason to be concerned about the outbreak of 
war over Formosa. 
And, because of their poverty and their desire to 
get on their economic feet, the help they had re­ 
ceived, or hoped to get, from the United States would 
be a factor in keeping them from to close alliance 
with Red China. 
On Sunday, just before the Bandung meeting . 
opened, Dulles reported the Red Chinese had great­ 
ly intensified their airpower opposite Formosa. Eisen­ 
hower followed this quickly with a statement aimed 
at Bandung. 
He said “peace was in grave jeopardy” and that 
the leaders at Bandung had an “opportunity, at a j 
critical hour, to voice the peaceful aspirations of the I 
peoples of the world and exert a practical influence I 
for peace.” 
Later in the week Dulles minimized a bit the dan­ 
ger of war over Formosa now. But the statements by 
him and Eisenhower didn’t make it easier for the 
Chinese at Bandung to look tex) persuasively peace­ 
ful. 
And at Bandung two American friends, Iraq and I 
the Philippines, hit Red China with a one two punch. 
Iraq called communism a new’ kind of colonialism. 
The Philippines warned the other Afro Asians, with 
out mentioning communism, about a new “super- 
barbarism.” The week’s events must have had an 
effect on Chou En-Iai, China’s foreign minister. 
He tore up the .speech he had planned to make 
and delivered another. He took swipes at 1he United 
States as a war monger but protested China’s peace­ 
ful intentions and said he didn’t want to talk about 
the sore subject of Formosa. 
Wednesday Eisenhower sent Congress his message 
at^ut foreign aid, emphasizing most of it would go 
to Asia. He didn’t list individually the countries | 
which would get some of it. . 
But a month ago Harold Stassen, foreign aid direc­ 
tor, named 12 of the Asian countries represented at 
Bandung as among those who would get American 
ecpqpmic help.

Slow Time Holdout 


INDIANAPOLIS LP—The Indiana 
State Chamber of Commerce re­ 
ported today preliminary results of 
a survey indicate only the south­ 
western corner of Indiana will re­ 
main on Central Standard Time 
this summer. 
Northern and eastern strips of 
the state, in the area of influence 
of Michigan and Ohio, already are 
on Eastern Standard Time. 
Indianapolis 
and 
cities in its 
sphere of influence will change to 
Eastern Standard Time Saturday 
night as a permanent arrange­ 
ment. 
The rest of the state, except the 
southwestern corner, will change to 
Central Daylight Time, the same 
as Eastern Standard so far as the 
clocks are concerned, but probably 
will revert to Central Standard 
next fall. 
Santa Claus is among the com­ 
munities which refuse to tinker 
with their time. 
Others retaining Central Stand­ 
ard Time include Vincennes, Wash­ 
ington, 
Evansville, 
Huntingburg, 
Jasper, Petersburg, P r i n c e ton, 
Mount 
Vernon, 
Rockport,

WASHINGTON (A*»—American of­ 
ficials looked to early June today 
as the soonest the Western Big 
Three could meet with Russia at 
Vienna to restore Austria’s inde­ 
pendence. 
The meeting of foreign minis­ 
ters for that purpose seemed as­ 
sured Tuesday after Russia sug­ 
gested it and the 
United States 
responded that the idea was under 
“sympathetic consideration.” 
In London. Prime Minister An­ 
thony Eden told the House of Com­ 
mons Russia had removed ‘‘one 
of the main obstacles” to an Aus­ 
trian treaty, and the Western pow­ 
ers were ready to examine the 
Soviet proposals. 
But a date and other details re­ 
main to be agreed on. 
Aides to the British Prime Min­ 
ister said 
Eden 
may insist on 
clarification in advance on two 
points: the manner in which Aus­ 
tria’s independence and territorial 
integrity should be preserved; and 
the plan for keeping Austria neu­ 
tral. 
American 
officials 
are 
deter­ 
mined to confine the proposed for­ 


eign ministers’ meeting strictly 
to the issue of a state treaty fo 
Austria. After nine years of Soviet 
stalling they were chary of pro­ 
viding the Soviets any more ex­ 
cuses for delay.

pledges of no alliances, no union 
with Germany and no granting of 
military bases to other powers. 
Russia also laid down certain rep­ 
arations terms.
